The standard riot control train- 
ing for guard units in Michigan. 
and Ohio has been six hours a 
year, mainly in use of forma- 
tions. and gas to control large 
crowds. Col. Teater noted, how- 
ever, there was no gas used in 
Detroit, and rio formations.
